alleged that he would take checks with him to be converted into dollar cur= 
rency. 


Wladyslaw Czajka arrived in Buenos Aires from Rio de Janeiro aboard the 
Italian ship ANDREA C on 13 September 1918 to assume his duties as First 
Secretary of the Legation. Czajka, who replaces Eusebio Dworkin, inter= 
viewed Dworkin in Santos on his way to Buenos Aires; Dworkin was en route 
to Rio de Janeiro to replace Czajka in the Polish Legation in that city 
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
